DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Carl Bernstein was seen taking the subway from 
Westhampton Beach to Quiogue last Wednesday 
morning carrying a book.

avoid the thick floor-to-ceiling column that 
sits in this awkward spot just around the first 
corner from the turnstiles at the Southampton 
Station. Now, however, riders turn the corner, 
get their bell rung by the column and sue. Thus 
it was two weeks ago, after three such lawsuits 
from injured subway riders, that Subway 
Commissioner Aspinall decided the column 
should be removed. 

It’s a big, heavy column, covered with subway 
tiles, 10 feet high and three feet by three feet 
wide, but nevertheless, on Friday, the workmen 
arrived with their sledgehammers and working 
all afternoon managed to take it down. 

We greatly regret what has happened since 
then. Within hours of its removal, we were 
sued by another straphanger who swerved on 
the platform to get around where the column 
used to be, and when it wasn’t there, it sent 
him sprawling. Then the next day, the whole 
world knows what happened. Up above, cracks 
appeared in some of the buildings along Main 
Street in Southampton and those above saw the 
sidewalk dipping down to where the column 
had been below. We took immediate action and 
brought in 12 steel poles, put them in place 
where the column had been, and then we jacked 


up the ceiling and everything else above the five 
inches it had sagged. Police tape, orange traffic 
cones and blinking lights are now surrounding 
the 12 steel lally columns. But you must still 
watch your step. 


SAVE THE EARTH DEMONSTRATION 

At midnight Thursday, 20 members of the Eastern 
Long Island Environmental Group appeared at 
the Montauk Yards wearing scuba masks and 
flip-flops and said they had permission to take 
one of the trains without using the engine. The 
yardmaster honored the request, released the 
brake on the train closest to the exit so the 
group could get behind it and push it, slowly, 
at 5 miles an hour, to their stated destination of 
Amagansett. Around 3 a.m., in Napeague, they 
abandoned the effort saying that this was as far 
as they could go and they had made their point. 
After that a motorman was sent out to fetch the 
train and bring it back the old-fashioned way. 
Before he could do that, however, there in the 
tunnel in Napeague, the environmentalists held 
a press conference, the essence of which was to 
show the environmentally approved methods 
of bringing things from here to there. As for the 
flip-flops and scuba masks, they said that if this 
wasn’t done (a reduction in the use of fossil 
fuel), climate change would flood the tunnels, 
so they were simulating pushing a train along 
underwater.

EMERGENCY SESSION TO AMEND LAW 
Hamptons officials convened an emergency 
session to amend the East End Live. Music 
Control Act, a law that governs what is legal 
in music performance across the East End. 
“Several of our music inspection officers were 
reporting hearing John Denver and Carpenters 
songs at local venues, and noted that 
audiences were having very bad reactions,” 
said spokesman Orville Pine. “Back when 
we devised our list of controlled covers 
(i.e. songs that can be played only infrequently), 
we didn’t think to include John Denver or 
Carpenters songs on the list—we didn’t 
think anybody played them anymore.” Pine 
speculates that some local musicians noted 
that songs like “Leaving on a Jet Plane” and 
“Close to You” weren’t on the controlled cover 
list and exploited what he calls the “unintended 
Denver/Carpenters loophole.” In the emergency 
session, officials elected to put all of John 
Denver and the Carpenters’ music on the “Do 
Not Play” list until they can “figure out what’s 
going on.” Musicians are warned not to play this 
music or risk the consequences. 


PARK DESIGN PROTEST 

A group calling itself Sag Harborites for Literary 
Verisimilitude (SHLV) launched a protest 
Wednesday against the design plans for John 
Steinbeck Waterfront Park, a park that has been 
proposed for Sag Harbor Village. The protestors, 
numbering about 100, gathered at the site of the 
proposed park to deliver speeches critical: of 
the park’s design, and police were on hand. At 
issue for many of the protestors is what they 
perceive as a mismatch between Steinbeck’s 
gritty literary subjects and the tasteful, tranquil 
design of the proposed park. Edward Pesca, 
founder and president of SHLV, was forceful in 
his message. “It’s clear from looking over the 
plans that the designers have never even read 
Cannery Row. If they had, would we be looking 
at walking trails with benches and drought- 
resistant fescue lawns? Would we be looking 
at a children’s playground? No! We would be 
looking at a paved wasteland of tumbledown 
industrial buildings and brothels. We would 
see a place welcoming to the colorful ‘whores, 
pimps, gamblers, and sons of bitches’ Steinbeck 
wrote about with such affection. This park is 
a travesty against all that Steinbeck sought to 
immortalize in his writing!” Pesca added that it’s 
especially galling that the designers are missing 
the opportunity to pay authentic tribute to 
Steinbeck at a waterfront location in Steinbeck’s 
hometown. “This is a chance to recreate a. 
Steinbeckian ghetto, and they’re blowing it.” The 
protest ended without incident. g&

Osama Bin Laden Favored Euros and Gold & Other Stories

ome years ago, a study was done where 

100 monkeys picked the stocks to buy and 
sell on the New York Stock exchange. They did 
it just as well as 100 expert Wall Street money 
managers who, in a parallel study, did the same 
thing. There’s a lesson here somewhere. 

In this regard, a letter about finance written 
by Osama Bin Laden in 2010 has been made 
public. It had been found in the house in 
Pakistan where one of the Navy seals shot him 
in the head. 

Bin Laden favored gold. The letter was 
addressed to one of his managers. He told him 
to take the $1.7 million in ransom money they’d 
just received and divide it into three parts. One 
part should go in gold, he wrote. “The overall 
price trend is upward. Even with the occasional 
drops, in the next few years the price of gold 
will reach $3,000 an ounce.” 

A second part should be invested in 
Euros and a third part put in a bank for 


expected terrorist expenses. 

For a while, Bin Laden’s advice did quite well. 
The price of gold went up to $1,900, but then 
never further. Presently, it’s wandering around 
at just around the $1,000 he bought it for. Had 
he put it all in a bank, he’d have done better. 

In a second piece of news this week, the 
owner of Robin’s Island, a private island in 
Peconic Bay just off Southampton, announced 
that his charitable foundation might have 
been the victim of a $25 million fraud scheme 
allegedly perpetrated by a well respected Wall 
Street tycoon. 

Theaccused perpetrator is Andrew Caspersen, 
a Princeton and Harvard Law School graduate 
and the son of wealthy Finn Caspersen, who 
is now deceased. Casperson junior was a rich 
managing director in PJT Partners Inc.’s Park 
Hill Group, a firm that advises on such things 
as mergers, restructurings and how hedge 
funds and private equity firms can raise capital. 
(According to The Wall Street Journal, the

“stunned and outraged’ by his alleged 
misconduct.”) Prosecutors say he created a 
fake investment company, siphoned off tens of 
millions of investor dollars for his personal use, 
and lost almost all of it on risky investments. 


Wall Street wants to know why 
a very successful financier 
would do such a thing...If guilty, 
this will likely ruin him. 


There was an article in The New York 
Times the other day about this. He’d gotten 
not only other investors to put money in 
the fund, the story said he’d also allegedly 
put into it funds from his brothers, mother 
and friends. 

This pales in comparison to the $65 billion 
that Montauk’s Bernie Madoff defrauded 
everybody out of years ago. But it is of interest 
for two reasons. 


One is that Louis Bacon, the owner of 
Robins Island and_ reportedly worth 
billions, has a subsidiary called Robins 
Island Holdings, LLC that was used to buy 
the island in 1993. Bacon saved it from = 
development when he bought it, and pledged 
to keep it in its natural state, which he has so 
far certainly done. The holding company has 
also bought waterfront parcels of land in 
Southold and Southampton to save them. But 
now there’s this unfortunate multi-million dollar 
slice out of his charity. Everything changes, 
eventually. Nothing stays the same. What 
happens to Robins Island? 

The second reason this is of interest 
is because Wall Street wants to know why 
a very successful financier would do such a 
thing. Andrew Calamari of the SEC said, “As 
alleged, Caspersen engaged in a brazen fraud.” 
If guilty, this will likely ruin him. He could also 
go to prison. 

Caspersen, it’s been said, didn’t need 
the money. He and his family inherited 
great wealth. He has added-to it through 


his career. The implication from some 
reports is that someone desperate might 
do something like this, but not someone 
like Caspersen. He and his wife and family 
lived high on the hog—private schools, 
Harvard, expensive home, the works. 

Some people have noted that 
Caspersen’s father, also a wealthy money 
manager, killed himself at the age of 67, in 2009, 
without leaving a note. After his death, he was 
found to have been under investigation for 
possibly misusing offshore bank accounts to 
avoid paying taxes. 

] remember a very similar situation about a 
Wall Street guy when my dad first moved our 
family out east 50 years ago. 

This man was a wealthy member of the social 
set in East Hampton yet was convicted of selling 
bogus stocks to his friends and neighbors. The 
astonishing thing now is that after he went 
to jail, he was still hawking his bogus stocks 
to friends and family from the payphone in 
the prison. 

They say history repeats itself. Could be. di

- Considering a Small Shopping Mall Across from Kmart

WT‘ wo years ago, when CVS wanted to put one 

of their drugstores in the very center of 
downtown Bridgehampton by the 10-foot obelisk 
of the Founders Monument, an outcry went up 
from the populace. People protested, carrying 
placards on the site on several occasions. They 
even put their signs in the lawn of the Founders 
Monument, which sits on its grassy island in 
the center of the highway to mark the hamlet 
center. In a small town of little shops, churches, 
antique stores and restaurants, it is a bad 
idea to place a major chain store two stories 
high, with an escalator between the two floors, 
as a 9,000-square-foot commercial building to 
welcome you to the community. 

The building that was to go up there 
had already been approved. It was to be a 
foursquare white Greek Revival structure 
similar in style and color to those on two of 
the other three corners of the town center. Its 
zoning would allow small shops on the ground 


floor and offices on the second. 

In the end, CVS backed out of its lease 
agreement there. Instead, CVS was told the Town 
would look favorably on a CVS tenancy if it took 
its place in a new:small shopping area in the 
works that had been proposed for land zoned 
as highway business a mile west of downtown 
across from the Bridgehampton Commons 
shopping center. The new development would 
be less than half the size of the Commons 
across the street. With more stores in that 
area, prices would stay competitive for the 
people who come from near and far to shop at 
the 30 stores at the Commons, the only place 
with down-to-earth middle-class prices in the 
Hamptons. Across the street would be about 12 
new shops. 

As for the beautiful Greek Revival 
building where CVS had earlier been 
scheduled, it is now almost fully built and 
will soon host a series of small boutiques and 
offices just as initially planned for the center of 
downtown Bridgehampton. 


Now comes this shocker. At a meeting held 
by the Town for public comment on the new 
shopping center, now called Gateway, vocal 
opponents were demanding that the entire 
acreage of this new shopping center be 
purchased from the developer and preserved. 
These demands were coming largely because 
there’s a wealthy six-mansion enclave built 
just to the west of where Gateway is proposed. 
This six-home development, with an enormous 
metal gate preventing unwelcome outsiders 
from getting in, was created nearly 20 years 
ago on half of what was then a field of sticker 
bushes, low shrubs and trees between the busy 
Montauk Highway and Kellis Pond, about 300 
yards to the south. 

When I was a boy, the site of the 
mansion enclave and the proposed Gateway 
was just vacant shrub land between the 
highway and the pond. I'd park and walk 
down a dirt road through those fields and 
sticker bushes to the pond to swim and 
fish in the summertime. (Cont’d on next page)

When the gated community came up on half of 
it, that ended that. 

Since that time, the gated community 
brought in huge evergreens to block the 
noise and view of the Montauk Highway, so 
it is peaceful and quiet on the pond. Their 
patch is now theirs. And this would, | 
think, include the unobstructed view of 
the vacant other half of the old property. 
Well, at this point, it offends me to see 
this gated mansion community that cut me 
out of half of the property, complain about the 
other half of the land that never got developed. 
They'd gotten theirs. Now no more, please. 
Keep it wild. 

At first, | thought they were offering to 
spend their own money to buy the land 
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But no. They want the taxpayers to foot the 
bill with a Community Preservation ~- 
Fund purchase to save _ their view. 
There’s something funny about this. They’d 
cut in front of me to have the view. Now 
they didn’t want anybody cutting in front 
of them. 

Yes, it’s true, the Town could do this, but it 
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is important to pick spots where it could 
do some good. Here is a stretch of 
busy shopping traffic, stores and strip-mall 
parking. Better to spend taxpayer money on 
something in the historic downtown rather 
than here. 

The fact is, however, that the developers 
of Gateway, Carol and Greg Konner, have 
brought to the table a really neat project. 
Its centerpiece is a large rectangular public 
green that, behind a border of trees, sits 
just adjacent to the highway. It is about 
the same size as the one at Amagansett 
Square, which serves as a grassy public 
amenity on private property next to the 
Montauk Highway. Here at Gateway, small barn- 
like buildings would create a horseshoe of 
shops around the Gateway green. Four larger 
commercial buildings of 13,000 square feet 
each are outside the horseshoe. And all the 
parking is outside the horseshoe, just like at 
Amagansett Square. 

If this project does not go through, the 
land would likely be developed as a highway 
business, attracting businesses like Jiffy Lube 
and Wendy’s with no further access to the 
pond. In this proposal, there was full public 
access to the Gateway, parking, a path down 
to the pond, and, at the request of the town, 30 
“community benefit housing” units. 

The town suggested that the Konners make 
this a real mixed-use development by including 
the small affordable residential apartments on 
the second floors of the commercial buildings. 
The town also asked that Gateway build its own 
sewage system on the site, to protect the pond. 
Both the affordable apartments and the sewage | 
system (at a cost of more than $2.4 million) 
are in the plans. Also in the plans is a buffer of 
woods between the pond and Gateway, with 
a walking path through it to the pond. There, 
some park benches could be placed so shoppers 
or residents could, if they wished, wander down 
to see the water and some of the houses of 
the gated community fronting the pond. Thus 
would the former woods I used to enjoy be 
completely developed, fronting the highway, 
one half a gated community unavailable to me 
or anyone but the residents, and the other half 
the Gateway, where anybody could go. 

A representative for the gated community 
noted that having 30 small second-floor 
apartments that people could afford would 
mean people might be in this development day 
and night (just as they are). This is classic NIMBY 
stuff, and just adjacent to the always-noisy 
Montauk Highway doesn’t seem a fair objection. 
Nevertheless, the number of affordable housing 
units has been reduced from 30 to 20 on the 
advice of Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman. 

A new public hearing is scheduled for 
May 3. Every year there are more people in 
town, and every year we need more shops 
and services to accommodate them. This is a 
good plan in a good location on a busy 
highway business location 1 mile west of 
the historic downtown. Entry to it is from 
the same traffic light that provides entry to 
Bridgehampton Commons. 

I hope the town, which has been such 
an active participant in the planning of 
Gateway with the Konners for the last three 
years of its proposal phase, votes to move 
it forward. @& 
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Trump in Patchogue 


Speaking in Hall 2 Blocks from Where Marcelo Lucero Was Stabbed to Death

onald Trump comes to the East End 

to speak at a Republican fundraiser on 
Thursday, April 14. You might think he’d hold 
it in the Hamptons, where all the money is. But 
Trump doesn’t need the money, as he is quick 
to tell you. He is more after the hearts and 
minds of his people. He speaks at the Emporium 
in Patchogue, a classic Long Island village with 
many fine attributes, but one with a long and 
persistent undercurrent of bigotry. 

The Ku Klux Klan was active in Patchogue in 
the 1920s. The Suffolk County News on October 
24, 1924 described a large Klan rally (of 3,000) 
near Baker’s Farm, North Ocean Avenue, 
where the parade route was lined with “the 
usual colored route lanterns.” Klan initiations, 
hate speeches, fiery crosses and even a Klan 
marriage followed. 

On August 2, 1925, The New York Times 
- headlined KLAN PARADES: ELKS CLEAR WAY 
FOR GOWNED MARCHERS. 

In the 1930s, Nazi Party rallies took place at 
Camp Siegfried in Yaphank, only a few miles 
from Patchogue. The Nazis paraded through 
- downtown Bay Shore and other places in 1936. 

And these actions weren’t just against African- 
Americans or Jews back then. On April 27, 1924, 
The New York Times reported a speaker at a hall 
in Patchogue denouncing New York Governor Al 
Smith’s running for President. KU KLUX KLAN 
DECLARES AGAINST GOV. SMITH: SPEAKER 
SAYS 6,000,000 MEMBERS WILL OPPOSE ANY 
CATHOLIC FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 

Here’s more recent Patchogue _ bigotry. 


In November 2014, during the Ferguson 
demonstrations in Missouri, police received 
a call from Patchogue to investigate plastic 
bags thrown out onto the street there and 
in Port Jefferson. Notes inside read, “Support 
Missouri Police for Taking Out Two N-gger Thugs 
Who are in Hell Were (sic) They Belong... 
White Power.” : 

And last Christmas Day, the Klan left fliers on 
the cars in the Brookhaven Hospital Parking Lot 
in East Patchogue. 

Of course, Patchogue is today known around 
the country for one utterly horrendous murder. 

On the night of November 8, 2008, a gang of 
seven white teenagers from Patchogue-Medford 
High School cornered laundry worker Marcelo 
Lucero, a 37-year-old immigrant from Ecuador, 
in an alley near the railroad station in that town 
to attack him for no reason other than that he 
was a “Mexican.” He died of the stab wounds 
inflicted on him during the attack. 

Turned out that through the 1990s and 2000s, 
boys from this high school regularly went out 
Saturday nights to beat up Latinos for cheap 
thrills. They called it “getting a Mexican.” 

Steve Levy, the County Executive at that time, 
had grown up in Patchogue, so he knew from 
the local culture. His election came after the 
Patchogue Village Police merged into the Suffolk 
County Police Department. That made ignoring 
Patchogue bigotry easy. As a report later 
released by the Southern Poverty Law Center 
shockingly revealed, Latino residents said that 
police did not take their reports seriously, 
even blaming the victims themselves. Indeed, 
during those years, in a vain attempt to stop 


the teenage rampages, the local merchants 
on Main Street created a volunteer auxiliary 
police force that patrolled the street on 
Saturday nights, unarmed, ready to call in the 
county if necessary. 

After Lucero was murdered, demonstrations 
took place in Patchogue by those horrified 
by the beatings and stabbings. The state 
investigated the county police. I reported these 
activities in Dan’s Papers at that time, and in 
return got a personal letter from Steve Levy’s 
public relations team attempting to convince 
me Levy was a good guy and had done this 
or that—for example, giving out DVDs on how 
not to be a bigot. But not much changed. And 
eventually, Levy left office under a cloud of 
“ethics” questions, whatever that was. 

The violence in Patchogue was. well 
documented. In August of 2009, three local 
teens were arrested for allegedly assaulting 
a Latino man. A month later, someone broke 
into the Iglesia Evangelica Refugio de Salvacion 
Church and left a note at the altar reading, in 
bad Spanish, that white people, not Latinos, 
“ruled here” in Patchogue. 

Trump is speaking at the Emporium at 
the invitation of Suffolk County Republican 
chairman John Jay LaValle (not to be confused 
with our State Senator Ken Lavalle). Afterwards, 
one supposes, his supporters can walk out of 
the Emporium to the intersection at Railroad 
Avenue and Sephton Street, and over to the 
small area of chainlink fence where a vigil is 
held every year to the memory of Marcelo 
Lucero, and tearfully place a rose.

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Talking with Cover Artist Howard Rose

__A painter since 1989, this 
HONORIN | _week’s cover artist Howard 
— Tp ——— || Rose _ began his career 
ad a] with more practical art 
_ applications, including 
lettering, serving as head 
‘product designer for a 
leatherwear company 
in Santa Monica, CA, and 
running his own graphics 
and product design 
company on Long Island. 

His loose yet visually clear paintings of 
local dunes, such as this week’s cover, 
demonstrate Rose’s keen eye for color, light 
and composition. The artist has a talent for 
pulling a stunning image out of nearly any scene 
he encounters—scenes most would overlook as 
ordinary. “Seeing into a scene with a painters’ 
eye will isolate the shapes—you will notice 
if there is an exciting light source, enough 
value changes and exciting colors to create 
something special from the ordinary,” Rose 
points out, adding, “Like in music, arranging 
the simple 12 notes can create a_ beautiful 
piece of music.” 

Based in Syosset, Rose teaches these skills 
to other artists in regular classes and 
workshops, and his articles and instruction 
techniques have been published in various 
magazines, including Artists, and American 
Artist magazine. 


Did designing products inform your art or did 
your art inform the product design more? 

My dad was an artist and a letterer. He had 
a display company, so I was always doing 
lettering and I was always doing drawing, but 
even at School of Visual Arts, I never did a 
painting. It was all graphic design and lettering, 
but I started following Southwest Art magazine 
and following some of those artists, and went 
to some of their workshops. That’s what got me 
into painting. 


Do you have a specific place you like to paint 
more than others? 

I shouldn't give you my secret, where all 
those dunes are, but most of the dunes are 
on the west end of Jones Beach and the bay 
side. The bay side and west end are the best 
dunes on all of Long Island. And then I’ve been 
to the Southampton beaches and always the 
Montauk. beaches. Maybe 15 years ago...I was 
with my wife on Montauk Point. We were just 
walking along and I saw some dunes and | said, 
“Wouldn’t this be a nice painting?” 

I really love to do paintings of something 
that’s not so important. When you make it into 
a painting it becomes important, it becomes 
exciting. So you walk around the dunes and, 
especially near Jones Beach and Montauk 
Point, every five degrees is a new painting. If 
you do it right, if you get the right perspective 
and the right values, it just becomes a beautiful 
painting. 

It’s very quiet. I don’t paint a lot of people it in 


my dune paintings...they’re very, very calming. 


. People love the water. People love the dunes... 


people find it very quiet and very soothing. 
That’s why I keep on doing it. 


These are painted en plein air? 

Half are painted en plein air...1 do some 
sketches out there. Sometimes I use photographs 
in my studio. It’s very funny, many, many artists 
say they don’t paint with photographs, don’t 
use photographs—and every single one of them 
paints with photographs. If you see a lot of my 
paintings, they’re kind of Impressionistic but 
they look real, they look realistic. The strokes 
are very bold. I try to get the most done with 
the least amount of effort. 


Do you find that teaching we you with your 
own work? 

Yeah, it really does. I have six dice that Ido 
and everybody’s different. To have somebody 
not know which direction they’re going, or how 
to do a tree or how to do a bunch of leaves or 
flowers, and if I show them and they finally get | 
it, it’s very exciting. And then they do certain 
things I can learn from. I love teaching. It’s my 


passion.

Talking with Sagaponack Author Louis Begley

ublished just last week, Kill and Be Killed (Nan 

A. Talese Doubleday, 2016) by Sagaponack 
resident and PEN/Hemingway Award-winning 
author Louis Begley continues the story of former 
Marine Corps Force Recon officer, combat veteran 
and novelist Jack Dana, who avenges the murder 
of his uncle in Begley’s first thriller, Killer Come 
Hither, which was published exactly one year ago. 

In the sequel, Dana has killed his uncle’s assassin 
and retreated to the serenity of a small Venetian 
island, Torcello. There he begins writing again 
and works on a plan to win back his ex-girlfriend, 
Kerry, who left Dana following his violent turn in 
the first book. 

Fortunately for readers, and unfortunately 
for our hero, his break from vengeance doesn’t 
last long. Kerry is found dead of a very 
uncharacteristic overdose, sending Dana back to 


New York City, where a new adventure begins , 


against Abner Brown, the Texas billionaire, right- 
winger and criminal mastermind responsible for 
orchestrating Kerry’s death and the murder of his 
uncle Harry. 

Before writing Killer Come Hither and Kill and 
Be Killed, Begley became well known and lauded 
for his literary fiction, including a novel about 
the Holocaust and his Albert Schmidt series, set 
in the world of New York’s Upper East Side elite. 
The Jack Dana series marks his first foray into 
genre fiction.

How did you start writing this series of thrillers? 

It came into my mind, this particular situation 
of an intruder who kills an elderly gent...kills him, 
kills his cat—the guy’s really quite defenseless 
because he was taking a nap when the guy walked 
in. It’s sort of a possibility that terrifies me, so 
there was that as a seed. I was also giving a great 
deal of thought about the two wars that we’ve 
fought and about the kids who went to fight them. 
And how different this war is from other American 
wars—fought by citizen armies. These wars are 
fought by professional armies—most of the kids 
who enlisted being kids who didn’t have much of 
a future ahead of them. They thought this would 
be a road to a profession or trade or something or 
other. I think things have not worked out very well 
for veterans of these wars. 

I wonder if there are not kids wit were born 
to privilege who might have decided right after 
9-11 that they wouldn’t leave the fighting to 
these poor jokers, these poor chumps. That’s 
how the idea of Jack Dana, the protagonist, the 
Yalie, came into my head. This is really how I write 
all my books. I get a predicament and a character, 
and the story really weaves itself around those 
two poles. é 


You put Jack in the Marines, was there a reason 
for that? : 
Yes, because I wanted to have a guy who was 
super tough and super trained in killing.

Did you spend time talking to Marines? 

Yes | did. I have a former Marine officer friend. He 
was my military consultant. He’s an Afghanistan and 
Iraq veteran 


Do you write and allow the characters to come 
into themselves or do you have everything figured 
out and paced? 

I know how the book’s going to end, but | don’t 
necessarily know what’s going to happen in between. 
But some of these things are simply compelling. 
I knew that Jack was going to Torcello. It’s so 
appropriate—irresistible. 


Do you feel very close to your characters? 
I do, I do. Otherwise I couldn’t write about them! 


Going into writing a thriller, versus say a picture 
of the Holocaust...is the pacing a lot different? Did 
you find you had to adjust your style? 

I think the style is very [much] the same...] don’t 
write a thriller, | write a novel. g&.

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Feiffer Debuts Musical at Bay Street May I 


BY LEE MEYER 


t 87 years old, Jules Feiffer, an iconic and 
celebrated artist, continues to expand his body 
of work. Feiffer released his first graphic novel, Kill 
My Mother, to much acclaim and great sales, in 2014. 
On May 1, audiences will have a chance to see what 
he’s working on next. The Bay Street Theater and Sag 
Harbor Center for the Arts’ 3rd Annual New Works 
Festival will take place from April 29—May 1, and this 
year, audiences will see a workshop production of 
a new musical from Feiffer and composer/lyricist 
Andrew Lippa. The Man in the Ceiling, based on 
Feiffer’s illustrated novel of the same name, is 
directed by Broadway mega-producer Jeffrey Seller 
and seems destined for success. 
“I wrote The Man in the Ceiling, my first children’s 
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novel, in 1994 about a boy cartoonist,” says Feiffer. 
“Six, maybe seven years ago, [Andrew Lippa] got in 
touch with me, said he loved the book and wanted 
to turn it into a musical. I didn’t know his work, 
but he invited me to see [Lippa’s musical] The Wild 
Party, and I expected very little from it because most 
theater I’d seen [at the time], but | was blown away. 
We agreed he would write the music and lyrics.” 

Lippa and Feiffer’s work was soon -noticed by 
Disney, which could be looked at as a dream 
opportunity to some. But Feiffer didn’t like the 
direction things were going. “We did a version of 
the show for them,” he sighs, “and they loved it and 
gave notes like it was Hollywood and the more notes 
they gave the more horrible it got. So we dropped 
the option.” 

After the Disney partnership fell through,

another, more fruitful opportunity came calling. “I 
met Jeffrey Seller, [Lippa’s] longtime friend. This 
was pre-Hamilton,” Feiffer notes wryly. Seller is the 
producer of Broadway’s current sold-out sensation 
Hamilton, a hip-hop/rap musical about the life and 
career of Alexander Hamilton. Seller directed a 
workshop of The Man in the Ceiling in Palo Alto, 
California last year, which Feiffer calls “exciting.” 
The Man in the Ceiling is a coming-of-age story about 
a young boy who dreams of being an artist. His father 
disapproves, his mother doesn’t understand and his 
uncle writes flop musicals. 

“It’s about a kid who doesn’t play baseball, whose 
only ‘justification’ is that he can draw cartoons,” 
Feiffer says. ; 

While the play is about a young boy, it is not 
children’s theater. “It’s not a children’s play,” 
explains Feiffer. “And it’s less for kids than it is 
for the family. And the ‘thing’ of the play is what 
everyone deals with from the time they’re young. 
I am still dealing with it—how to deal with your 
creative needs in a world that is often indifferent to 
them or misunderstands them...and how to just go 
on going on,” says Feiffer. “But it’s not at all a story of 
writing and writing and suddenly a triumph.” 


“Kill My Mother” was not 
originally intended as a trilogy. 
“I knew nothing...absolutely 
nothing!” Feiffer admits. 


Despite working on such an involved. project, 
Feiffer continues his other writing, as well. In July, 
W.W. Norton & Company will release Cousin Joseph, 
a prequel to Feiffer’s bestselling debut graphic novel 
Kill My Mother. Feiffer is also working on a third book. 
“I’ve just finishing writing the third book, which 
completes the trilogy,” he says. “All three began 
[development] out here. Kill My Mother was written 
in Southampton, [Cousin Joseph] was done here and 
the third will start this summer.” 

Writing a graphic novel is no easy task, but Feiffer 
loves the medium and format, having been a fan of 
comic books. Interestingly, Kill My Mother was not 
originally intended as a trilogy. “I knew nothing. | 
knew absolutely nothing!” Feiffer admits.

You can’t go wrong with marinated I got the falafel entrée. Very filling, very 
chunks of chicken grilled on delicious. There is nothing that I don’t like 
here—perfectly shaped and _ deep-fried

Good Turkish food is largely Mediterranean 
cuisine, meticulously spiced. Turkuaz continues to 
deliver on that tradition.
